Mr. "Watson lingered to watch this 


sight until almost noon, when he start- 
ed to return to camp. As he turned, 
leaving the lava stream at his back, he 
saw another stream before him. Soon 
he perceived that he was caught be- 
tween two lava streams, cutting him 
off from camp. 
While Watson had 


been sitting beneath the rock the 
stream of lava had widened, and the 
rock that sheltered him had divided 
it. so that it was now floating down to 
his left as well as to his right. 


Trapped by Fire Rivers. 


It occurred to Mr. Watson that he 


could go down the streams and doubt- 
less get around thi 'head of the new 
one and so escape.- But before he had 
gone far he discovered that the new 
stream united with the old one a short 
distance farther down the mountain. 
The Englishman was now on an island 
of solid ground with a river of flre 
all around him. He looked about him 
in despair, and as he did so his eyes

Wise Men from the East, the land ot 
spice. .Who knows? Perhaps the mince pie is the invention of some de. 
votlonal cook who wished to make an offering to express his religious ardor 
and naturally turned to the instruments of his profession with which to 
work. 


But there are some little dainties one might like to know of, to add 


to the Christmas .dinner or to serve at Christmas parties. These may help 
answer that question, "What shall we serve?" 


Iced Macedolne Jelly. 


This Is very attractive and delicious and yet quite simple to make. For 


simmered down. It Is nothing "but adding chopped candied fruits, such aa 
cherries, pears, apricots, peactves and the like, to gelatine. The cherries, 
being re'd are particularly appropriate and pretty. 
Place the gelatine la 


a mold on ice; and if cream Is liked with It, top off each portion whea 
served with fluffy whipped cream.

Flummery. 


This Is made by covering thin slices of sponge cake with a rich cus- 


tard and topping it off with whites of eggs beaten to a stiff froth, sweetened 
and flavored, or with whipped cream. 


Trifles. 


- Take one well beaten egg, a tablespoonful of sugar, a little salt, and 


flour enough to make a stiff dough. Out in thin round cakes, fry in lard, 
and when they rise to the surface and are turned over, they are done. 
Drain on a sieve, and put a little jelly in the centre of each. 


Nothings. 


To three well beaten eggs add a little salt and flour enough to make 


a stiff paste. Roll and cut into very thin cakes, fry tbe same as Trifles, and 
put two together with jelly or any preferred sweet. 


Almond Macaroons. 


These are always wanted at parties, but are rather expensive to buy. 


Blanch a half pound of almonds and pound, with a tablespoonful of essence 
of lemon, into a smooth paste. 
Add an equal quantity of sifted white 


sugar and the beaten whites of two eggs. Work well together with a spoon. 
Dip the hand into water and then work the mixture Into balls the size of 
a nutmeg. Lay them on white paper an inch apart, then dip the hand in 
water again and smooth them. Bake in a cool oven for three-quarters of 
an hour. 


Orange Baskets. 


Cut a piece from each side of the orange leaving what remains in the 


shape of a basket with a handle. Remove the pulp from the baskets, and 
.place the baskets in Ice water until ready to be used. From the orange 
Juice make orange Jelly with which fill the baskets. They can be served 
this way, or with whipped cream. 


Another pretty and delicious orange dish is to cut the oranges in half, 


remove the pulp and with the Juice make an orange Jelly. Fill one of the 
halves with the Jelly and the other with a Charlotte Russe mixture. When 
both are firm, put together in pairs, and tie with a narrow ribbon. 
Fruit Cream. 


Peel four bananas, mash and rub through sieve. Add the pulp and 


Juice of two. oranges and one tablespoonful of lemon juice, two-thirds of a 
cup of powdered sugar and one and one-fourth tablespoonfuls of granulated 
gelatine dissolved In one-fourth cup of boiling water. 
Cool in ice water, 


Btlrrlng constantly. Have ready, two cupa of cream whipped, and when the

SENATOR RAYNER 
ARGUES AGAINST 


RUSSIAN TREATY 


"Washington, I>ec. 18.—'A sthring ap- 


peal for termination of" thc Russian 
treaty of,1832 with Russja, .because of 
discrimination against American citi- 
zens of Je'wish 
faith 
in connection 


with passport privileges was made in 
the senate today by Mr, Rayner, o£ 
Maryland, a member of thc Senate 
Committee on Foieign Relations 


He argued that the treaty admits of 


•*ut one Interpretation -and that is that 
citizens of the United States shall have 
the same rights in Russia that Russian 
citizens have within the United States • 


He said it was an American question, 


not a religious one, and that it had 
now "been settled in incident after in- 
cident that no American Hebrew can 
pass the frontier of Russia 
He re- 


ferred to proceedings in the Fiench 
Chamber of Deputies where the same 
Question has arisen with Russia and 
Russia was made to yield. 
After dis- 


cussing- the law in detail, Mr. Rajner 
said: 


"There is no other remedy except to 


terminate the treaty. 
We must 
sub- 


mit or give notice to teiminate. 
It 


would be a cowardly act to surrender 
The night of barbarism must close so 
lar as we are concerned 
This is th0 


land of religious liberty, so ordained 
by the wisdom of God and so created 
by the genuis of man.

school house about a mile south of 
Granville. During the evening while 
the meeting was being held, a mob 
collected, and broke the windows with 
stones.

"Where is the fine plan of Democratic 
economy?"

There does not seem to be much 
chance of making any great reduction 
ill the appropriations. 


The pension increase if it finally be-

There as just 
as great a demand for river and harbor 
appropriations as ever: there may be 
a saving of one battleship, but the mil- 
itary expenditures will continue, es 
pecially in the matter of fortifications;

ever. In fact, Fitzgerald's "gone glim 
mering" seems to size up the case. 


Peace Petitions. 


Anything that is received by sena- 


tors in the \ray of petitions is pre- 
sented to the senate, and just at pres- 
ent there is a flood of this kind of lit- 
erature received. But it does not rep- 
resent all the mail on the subject. 
Thousands of personal letters are re- 
ceived by senators daily asking them 
to support the arbitration treaties. 


These letters are from members of 


religious organizations, ministers, wo- 
men and others who seem to think that 
an era of peace will follow the adop- 
tion of the pending treaties. While ev- 
erybody is for peace, no one seems to 
be willing to cut off the war prepara- 
tions which are going forward in this 
and foreign nations.

fields. I remember well that the es- 
tablishment of a civilized government 
in. these Islands was hailed as the ful- 
filment of the text I have chosen—-'a 
nation born in a day." 
The thought 


then was that thus speedily the world 
•would be converted and the glorious 
promises of the Hebrew prophets ful- 
filled. How earnestly we labored and 
prayed. "Thy Kingdom come." think- 
ing all the while that we were bring- 
ing the Kingdom of God to earth and 
fulfilling the Lord's Prayer! 


' Alas! we are having a rude awaken- 


ing from such dreams. We are finding 
that if the Kingdom of God must be 
established by human power it will 
never be established. We are finding 
that the world's population is doubling 
every century. If we double our mis- 
sionary enterprises every century we 
would only be"'keeping pace with the 
fiatural increase of the human family.
